Though lowdncome shoppers would not be able to 
afford the sort of expensive restaurunts that popu- 
late the now-gentrified Geyboihood corridor, Levy 
inasts a redevelc^ed Market Eastwill welcome the 
whole dty. "The Reading Terminal Market is proof 
that wellmanaged retail centers can serve people 
of all incomes and background8,"Levy told CP. 

Although no one has asked fortheiropinion, 
many small businesses do want a more high«nd 
Market East. 

Darryi King, manager of the two-story Sound of 
Market record store, summed up his feeHngs about 
the district in one word: “Dismal k’s the plight 
you’re seeing in a lot ofcities,"he said. 

Throughout Philadelphia, developers perceive 
the (sty's widespread poverty as an obstacle to 
upmarket devebpirrent But sensitivity to race and 
class rarely make it into the developer's lexicon, 

“A lot of these people read race right out of every- 
th! ng." said Anderson. "They pretend itdoesn’texisL" 

Even the Gallery, when it was built in 1977, was 
designed as an urban mall drat would win back 
shoppem from the boomingsubuihs. 

But its department stores and those nearby, once 
cathedrals ofconsumption forthe growing dty of 
the early and mid-20th century mostly dosed in 
recent decades, unable to stem the middleclass 
suburban exodus. Many ofthe area’s current small 
businesses were opened from the 2980s on. 

Repeated and failed eSbrts at redevelopment 
indude turning Chestnut Street into a pedestrian 
mall in the 1970B.toDeardisastTnus efiect.A 
decade ago. the city tried to lirre a Disney theme 
park to Eighth and Market — and was left with 
estimatedtmsof miOioDs of dollars in lost public 
monies and a gaping pit in the grmmd dubbed the 
“Disney Hole." More recendy, Fbxwoods considered 
opening a casino in Chinatown, in the Gallery and 
then in SCrawbridge's before the effort imploded 
under financial duress and neighborhood protests. 

Now, though, things arc different The newspa- 
pers’ relocation and the new advertising district — 
which requires sign owners to invest in improving 
their properties — could be "the trigger" for long- 
delayed redevel (parent, accordingto Philadelphia 
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City Plarming Commiasion diair- 
man Alan Greenberger, who is 
also the atVs Deputy Mayor for 
Economic Devekpnient. 

Gfccnberger, like Levy, 
insisted there will be room for 
low-income shoppers: ‘nfou have 
what started mit as not high- 
end. butin the initial days, a 
very middleuf-th e-road shop- 
ping center. ... It has become 
a shopfang area of choice for 
people from poorer areas of ci^ 
because tb^ rnn get there on 
transit.Ultiinately.I don’t think 
you fight that. Ifs a good thing, 
and people are entitled to it" 

Yet. when asked why small 
businesses had not been induded 
in the fanning, he suggested 
they didn t have a long-term 
stake in the area: Redevelopment 
will increase rents, drawing in 
new stores — and pridngout 
the old. "The market typically

Afunding crunch could doom a beloved job- 
training program for former prisoners and 
people on probation. By Cassie Owens 

I n lat« November, the dfy's Mural Arts Proifram (MAP) 
unveiled a new mural facing tho second -iloareievatore of the 
Philadelphia District Attorney’s office. Titled '‘Communi^, 
Fidelity. Int^rity," the work includes the DA’s oath of office and 
flat-screens disjJaying photos of community events, framed by a 
colorful archway and images of city neighborhoods andresid^ta. 

The piece was dedicated as a gesture of appreciation to theDA's 
staff. But the soume ofthe gesture is a curious one: It waspaintad 
and installed by pisoners and ex-offenders, through Restorative 
Justice, an MAP-run initiative that brings art into the conversation 
on rehabilitation. Now due to a funding crundi, that conversatian 
could be abbreviated. 

Restoratire Justice, which began informally within county and 
state prisonsmore than a decade ago and expanded to a formal 
departmentof MAPin 2006, seeks to combat reddivism through 
hands-on training as well as art-making. The Guild, a job-readiness 
program that'spart of Restorative Justice and operates through the 
Phillypiison system and Youth Violence Reduction Paitnerohip, 
helpsex-offenders and people on probation become proficientin 
carpentry, land scapng and more. They attend workshopsonrti some 
building, partidpate in yoga classes and poetry readings, and train 
in technical and artistic aspects of mural-making. 

But about three-quarters ofthe Guild’s $600,000 aimual bud^t 
current^ comes horn a $1.4 million, three-year Byrne Stimulus 



Grant , administered by the U.S. Department of Justice thirjugh the 

dty ofPhiladelphia. Mural Arts is ineligible to reai^h' for that one- 
time award — and, according to Restorative Justice director Robyn 
Buseman, has yet to find sponsorship to compensate firr the grant, 
whidi will terminate this comingAugust. “Wherever our program 
matdies the fundingneedslofagrantor], we're app^ng," Buseman 
says. “But currently we have no grant appKcaticms outstanding.' 

Buseman says that the dty has been proactive in helping MAP 
seek funding to continue the initiative, but whether any d^ funds 
will be devoted to the program won’t be dear until Philadelphia’s 
budget is finalized in the spring. 

While Restorative Justice does collect around SISO.CXX) fitimthe 
Philadelphia prison system to support its work with inmates, if 
MuralArtsfailstoffndnewe^onBor8.the Guild program — which 
serves those outdde prison — could be gutted. That would be devas- 
tating for Restorative Justice, which boasts a reddivism rate of 14 
percent . more than 40 percentage points below the national average. 
Itwouldalsobe a blow to MAP, givm that Restorative Justice hasa 


hand in at least 25 to 30 murals each year, 
And that doesn't factorin the program’s 
less tangible impacts experienced by Guild 
graduates bke Salon Smith, who worked 
on the mural at the DA's office. “1 get to use 
public art to express a feeling or an emo- 
tion ... it ^ves me that voice,* Smith says. 
“As long I have that voice to speak, maybe I 
can help someone into the next level' 
Restorative Justice has also served as 
a conduit for understanding — as was 
the casein the <a'eatiDnof“Cammunity, 
Fidelity. Integrity," which was created with 
input from DA staff. 

District Attorney Seth Williams sees the 
prqject, and potential future collaborations, 
as avenuesfortransfonning attitudes, 
‘What I’ve really learned is that redudng 
crime is really more of a cultural issue, and 
we cun affect the hearts and minds of people 
through ait much more than the threat ofu 
20-year sentence,' he says. 

There iswall space forfutiire mural proj- 
ects within the District Attorney Ofiice’s 
satellite Chmimmity Action Centers. 
Whether there will be Funds to complete 
those projects is less certain.

A s hundreds of activists, 
clergy, l^al observers 
and sympathizers poured 
into City Hall's Dilworth Plaza to 
stand in solidarity with Occupy 
Philly on Nov. 27, the eve of its 
eviction by the city — another, 
smaller contingent was busy 
making a quiet getaway 
They were homeless, among the 
many individuals who had been 
living with — and, in many cases, 
participating in — Occupy Philly. 
But unlik e other Occupiers, 
they had no intention of waiting 
around for the Philadelphia police 
to evict them. 

The relationship between 
Occupy Philly and the home- 
less had been a complicated one. 

It was a point of pride among 
Occupiers that their scrappy 
movement seemed able to do 
more for the homeless than 
American society itself had: 
provide hot meals, shelter and 
a degree ofsafety. As tlie weeks 
went by, though, the homeless 


had come to dominate the camp 
— many bringing with them men- 
tal health and substance abuse 
issues that were simply more 
than the encampment could han- 
dle. The homeless gave Occupy 
a kind of moral high ground, but 
also overwhelmed it with need. 

It cut both ways. Occup/s defi- 
ance of the dty put everyone, 
including the homeless who'd 
been living at City Hall long 
before the protesters showed 
up, at risk of arrest. Bui the 
encampment also gave the home- 
less cover to do something they 
couldn't do before: pitch tents; 
form a community. 

Throughout the occupation, 
outreach workers had visited the 
camp to invite its homeless to 
enter the city's ‘emej^ency hous- 
ing,' or shelter, system. And as the 
deadline to leave Dilworth loomed, 
some did. Others simply drifted 
elsewhere. But some bad a dif- 
ferent idea:'niey wanted to keep

their tents, which gave them dignity, privacy and shelter — and they wanted to keep 
their community, which gave them the means to protect their property and thcmseives. 

Tlie relocation plan itself was somewhat half-baked: A colorful, self-described ‘home- 
less advocate" named Dezmis Payne (himself a formerly homeless man who crcdi tod 
his plan to move the camp to'Divtne Providence" ns well as to "George Washington and 
Ben Franklin, my two favonte boys in history") had scouted out a patch of vacant land 
owned by Conrail in Port Richmond, and was encouraging people to move there. 

Help was enlisted from the Occupy-fnendly American Friends Service Committee 
in tho form ofTrida Shore, a fiery yoga instructor whose sister, now deceased, had 
been homeless, and who took up the calling with gusto. "[The Friends Committee] said. 
Would you be willing to borrow our truck and transport homeless people to an undis- 
closed location? 1 was like, ‘Sure, OK!*" she recalls. By nightfall on .Nov. 27, about 20 
tents had been erected on Conrail property. Tliey called the site 'Camp Liberty.'' 

Wi thin a day, though, railroad offidals had appeared, and the group was once again 
told to leave — their second eviction. 

And so began a weeklong standoff between dty and state offidals and the small band 
of homeless who seemed to have taken Occupy Philly's spirit of defiance with them and 
translated it into their own defiant message, symbolized by the small duster of tents 
that, by the nest morning, had been taken down and once again reassembled, in yet 
another ostensibly iropennissible location: this time beneath a nearby 1-95 overpass. 

What made them defiant wasn't their choice to sleep outdoors or their refusal, over 
subsequent nights, to accept the offers of dty homeless outreach workers to resituate 
them within the dtifs shelter system. Plenty of people do that every night — and few 
homeless advocates, even within the dtys sholtcr system, really blamo them. Despite a 
number of promising new initiatives, the overall trend of homeless services has been a 
downward one, while the number and need of the homeless seem to be growing. 

No, what made Camp Liberty defiant was its decision to break an unwritten rule

of homelessness in Philadelphia: 
Don’t get too comfortable. 

"We’ve been at City Hall [prior 
to Occupy Phillyl with blankets 
— and no problems Nobody gives 
a crap if you're homeless," sununa- 
rizod Kenny Oglotreo, a 58-yoar-old 
African-American man who’s been 
homeless for about a year, and who 
spoke to City Aiprr the ni^t before 
the group was once again evicted. 
'They only start giving a crap when 
you start putting tents up." 

■ THE DAY AFTER Camp Liberty 
bad relocated beneath the 
overpass, Paul Klemmer, an out- 
of-work carpenter who's been 
homeless for years — and who had 
actively taken part in the Occupy 
Philly movement — penned an 
open letter about his and his com- 
rades' plight. 

"We arc sick ofbeing forced to 
exist alone.'he wrote, "sick ofbeing 
told that shelters, which arc not 
tolerablo living facilities for sober 
people, are an adequate alterna- 
tive to being 'allowed,' by the gov- 
ernment, to work, live and share 


together to create for ourselves." 

It was, you might say, a mani- 
festo. Klemmer wasn't just reject- 
ing the city's solutions. He was 
proposing that his group simply be 
left alone — tents and all — to see 
ifthoy couidnt do better. 

For the most part, the Nutter 
administration’s policy toward 
tlic large population of people 
who sleep in the streets, in the 
subway concourses and — until 
Occupy, anyway — on the benches 
of Dil worth Plaza has been one 
of gentle nudging. Every ni^t, 
several times a night during the 
winter, the city’s Department of 
Behavioral Healffi sends its out- 
reach Teams to these places to tty 
and entice the home]e.ss to'come 
in” — to be admitted, that is, to 
the city’s complex and somewhat 
patchwork homeless system. 
Those who refuse, except in excep- 
tional circumstances, are gener- 
ally left alone for the night. 

For moat individuals who do 
decide to come in — single men, 
especially the first step in that 
process is to enter a dty-funded 
homeless shelter, places often 
despised by the homeless as dan- 
gerous, dreary, unsafe, unsanitary, 
unfriendly and generally antithet- 
ical to their own progress. 

That’s not to say the shelter 
system doesn't work for anyone 
Every year, the city moves hun- 
dreds of people from larger shel- 

"supported” housing facilities for 
people dealing with mental illness 
or substance abuse issues. Under 
tlie "Blueprint" program initi- 
ated by Nutter, 200 people a year 
nro given Philadelphia Housing 
Authority (PHAl Section 8 vouch- 
ors. And, of course, the shelters, 
if nothing else, provide beds for

thousands more people on any given night. 

But beyond meeting that baaic need — and despite the fact that the need for home- 
less services appears to be growing in Pliilndelphia — other services have gradually 
diminished over the past few years. Since the 2008 economic crash and the dry's ensu- 
ing budget crunch, the dry's Office of Supportive Housing (OSH) has eliminated one 
overnight “cafe*; cut two transitional housing programs, one for women and another for 
famihes; made cuts to its job and employment training prt^ams: reduced its budget for 
financial assistance for emergency relocation: eliminated an in-home attendant care 
program: cut its own staffby 14 pcoplc:nnd cut many ofthc case management services 
from its shelters, making its complex bureaucracy all the more difficult to itavigate. 

These cuts, for the most part, have allowed OSH to avoid having to cut beds from its 
shelters. But it can be hard to toll which decisions do the least harm. Two years ago, 
when the cuts to case management came down the pipeline. Angelo Sgro, now retired 
but then director ofthc Bethesda Project, which operates several shelters, expressed 
his deep misgivings about the decision to preserve beds at the mst of other services: 
"Without case management," he told CP, “you're just warehousing people." 

The city’s shetters, meanwhile, are more or less always at capadty. In non-winter 
months, an average of IS to 25 households are turned away every week: to accommo- 
date the influx ofhomeless during winter months, the dty fits bodies wherever it can — 
mostly in hare-bones affairs like ‘liomeless cafes' or even city rec centers, where guests 
may expect heat, acupofcoffecandaspet on a floor The cafes, it should be noted, are 
often more popular than the dty shelters. 

Meanwhile, the volume of people coming through the system appears to be growing 
- remarkably fast, in some cases. Father Dominic Rossi, who took over the Bethesda 
Project after Sgrn left, told CP in August timt, where his organization saw 3.000 people 
pass through its shcHor programs in 2009, tiiat number has more than doubled to 
around7,000.

"It suggests there are more 
people out there." said Rossi. "And 
when one person m.aybe misses a 
night, they get bumped. Somebody 
takes their place." 

Where do they go tlien? 

"Under bridges,* he answered. 

At the same time, non-sheltor- 
based homeless services outside 
of Center City have been drying 
up. too.lhe Committee to End 
Homelessness, which was founded 
in 1981 and for decades provided 
daily meals, showers and mail 
services, has reduced its services 
to a single three-hour period, once 
a week. Two homeless men liv- 

neighboihood told CP that their 
last resort forashower was now 
the Ridge Avenue Men’s Shelter 
— due to close next year. 

"For these guys, it’s death by a 
thousand cuts," acknowledges Bill 
Golderer, pastor of Broad Street 
Ministry. Those little things you 
counted on, you find out, ’Oh, that's 
not there anymore? Is it going to 
be replaced? No?" 

Broad Street Ministry began 
taking its first steps toward pro- 


viding services to the homeless 
just after it opened in 2005, and 
quickly found itself teetering on 
a plifF of monumental need. The 
church began a meal program, 
inviting the homeless to partake 
in a decent meal along with non- 
homeless parishioners. So intense 
was the demand that they began 
gutting the church's sanctuary of 
its pews for space during meals. 
The church recently completed a 
nearly half-million-dollar expan- 
sion of its kitchen: when they 
reopened, more than 600 people 
showed up for dinner 

The list goes cm. When Golderer 
created a pn^ram to order basic 
toiletries — toothbrushes, deodor- 
ant — for his homeless visitors, he 
found he had to hire a seminary 
student just to run the program. 

"We heard that another place 
had stopped doing mail service* 
for the homeless, Golderer says, 
so he decided to start a new mail 
program, too. "Within six months, 
wo had 517 people getting mail 
with us.'Thevoiumeofmailwas 
so intense, he says, that he had 
to hire a "postmaster general" to 
keep up with it. 1 don’t have the 
money to do that!* 

Golderer believes, as did other 
people interviewed for tbis story, 

people going homeless — and 
just beginning to come up on the 
city's radar. Not long ago. Broad 
Streot Ministry, in conjunction 
with the Dorothy Mann Center 
for Pediatric and Adolescent HIV, 
launched a drop-in center for 
at-riskLGBT youth- many of 
whom, Golderer says, arc home- 
less and either selling sex. "couch 
s urfing like crazy" or both . 

They expected perhaps a dozen 
kids to show up. "We had 80,"he

says, “^is is a suiting population." 

Joe Eastman, a Navy veteran who two years ago began helping veterans through 
Broad Street Ministry, has seen more and more show up for help — many of them hav- 
ing served in more recent conflicts like Desert Storm, and many of them homeless, as 
well. "1 believe the U.S. has not seen the tsunami on its way from these guys and women 
coming home from Iraq and Afghanistan,” he says. 

And since Broad Street Ministry has taken up the call to help the homeless, Golderer

■ WTTHIN A FEW days of taking up residence beneath the 1-95 overpass, the occupants of 
Camp liberty once again found tltemselves facing an eviction notice — this time, from 
the Pennsylvania Department ofTransportalion. And despite a flurry of beseeching 
emails frtim Trida Shore to PennDOT and the city, this past Sunday night saw the ever- 
shrinking homeless exodus preparing oncu again to move on. 

And again, their destination was uncertain at best . Somo would accept the oflers of 
city outreach crews to come into the supportive bousing system Others — like Ogletree 
and Klemmer — still saw that as a last resort to be avoided at all costs. 
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Klemmer, in fact, had punned 
another open letter, this one 
angrierthanthefirst. "Today, we 
face two closely-related crises," 
he wrote. The first very imme- 
diate need is that of the 20 or 
so individuals that trusted the 
Occupy Movement and Interfaith 
Community to rescue them 
from the consequences of the 
Occupabon of City Hall. 

The second crisis, an ongoing 
one, no less immediate because 
of the season, is the people of 
Philadelphia's and America’s 
willingness to allow armed men 
and women to prevent the poor 
from working together to increase 
their fortune." 

Ihc folks at Camp Liberty aren't 
alone in deciding to eschew the 
official apparatus of homeless 


services — and riskeonfrontabon 
with authoribes — by choosing a 
shantytown over whatever local 
government has to offer. 

About four years ago, a tent 
city sprang up just across the 
Delaware River, in Camden, draw- 
ing attenbon when officials finally 
shut it down last May 2010, prom- 
ising various measures to help its 
residents (they were offered a day 
at a spa, in addibon to housing ser- 
vices). But a report by the Courier- 
Post indicated most of its former 
residents are again homeless. New 
Jersey state Sen. Donald Norcross, 
who represents Camden, has 
been asking state officials to evict 
"dozens of people living in encamp, 
ments on public land" — new 
encampments, that is. 

Keep heading east and youll 
run into another shantytown, 
“Tent City, New Jersey," in the 
woods of suburban Lakewood, 

N. J. It's been there since 2005, but 
was recently given evicbon nobce 
by Lakewood officials. Ahearing

And here in Philly, even as the numbers and needs of the homeless seem to be growing, 
patience for their public presence — especially in and around Center City — seems to 
be waning. Evicted from Dilworth Plaza ahead of the Center City District’s renovation 
project , the home! ess have in recent weeks become the subject of attention again for 
their presence on the Benjamin Franklin Parkway, where several Center City District 
(and other) eonstruction projects have forced them into ever-shrinking patches of land. 

Center City District chief executive Paul Levy — who has backed several controver- 
sial city ordinances aimed at panhandling and aggressive behavior by the homeless 
— has said publicly that he would like the “well-meaning religious, school and com- 
munity groups that are coming and feeding people” to stop. 

Tb be fair. Levy has also called on the dty to radically rethink its strat^sy for dealing 
with the homeless. Namely, he advocates adopting a philosophy known as “housing 
first," which holds that complex bureaucracies like Philadelphia’s shelter system tend 
to drive individuals back onto tlie streets. By being placed immediately in safe, private 
apartments, some individuals may bo able to got back on their feet more quickly. 

Thorc’s plenty of evidence it can work — including a successful pilot program in 
which the city contracted a housing first organization, Pathways to Housing, to place 
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more than 100 homeless people 
with severe mental health and/or 
substance abuse issues into hous- 
ing in the last three years. Studies 

long-term savings. 

But the truth is that the problem 
is going to take a lot more than phil- 
osophical change. Even if the city 
were to adopt aiuU-iledged housing 
Erst approach, it would face the 
same challenge it does today, a dire 
lack of aflbrdablc bousing units 
and a dire lack of resources. 

It’s a hard fact that Dainelte 
Minis, wito heads OSH, readily 
acknowledges, noting the city esti- 
mates it has at least 60,000 resi- 
dents in need of affordable liousing. 

Homeless people are part of 
that number,” Mintz says. "You’ve 
got people whoVe never been 


homeless vying [for housing] with 
three to four thousand people who 
are homeless" 

By Monday afternoon, Camp 
Liberty was no more. According to 
Shore, three or four residents hed, 
at last, gone into shelter. Afew 
others, though, including Ogletree 
and Klemmer, bad postponed their 
next move decision, and instead on 
'Tuesday had climbed aboard a bus 
to take part in Occupy D.C., one 
of flia last b^-dty Occupy move- 
ments still standing. 

The whereabouts of six others 
are unknown — at least to the 
dty The night before the eviction, 
several Camp liberty residents 
had told CP about “Plan Houdini,' 
by which they intended to relocate, 
yet again, but this time to where 
the city wouldn't find them. 

Apparently they succeeded 
— and so did oSiaals — in making 
their small shantytown seem to 
disappear. But (heir disappear- 
ance will likely turn out to be the 
biggest ilJusion of all.

t was not a great year for consensus. There's no StiegLarsson toanchorthe best-seller lists, and 
nothing like free<fornto suck the hotairoutofaroom.

“ ■ 'm note poor artist ormueician,’' says Bruce Reinfeld. 

I Now that's not somethingyDU hear every day. much less from 
I aNorthem Liberties-based [dioto^apher and i^tarisC. 
Reinfeld has a thriving small business — High Fidelity 
Distribution Co. — through whidi he sells hand -oDlored black- 
and-white photos done in 35mm and 120mm formats.

Things weren't looking gocxl. Fbr awhile there, it seemed like 
Isabel’s most appealing features might be the enduringly warm ser- 
vice and the views. lb 11 windows surround die tidy terra-cotta-col- 
ored dining mom on two sides, and just across stately Ifennsylvania 
Avenue, the Art Museum rises bke a castle in anenchanted forest. 

The restaurant rocks a sylvan warmth inside, too, with potted 
palms and flowers nistbng in the deep window ledges. Mosaic tiles, 
tattooed blue andgold,encni8tfiiux-finishedcolumn8.[q)positeu 
curving glass-block wall that curtains Isabel offfitim the lobby ofthe 
condos. The open kitchen anchors the sunny room, furnished with a

When the chilies reDenos arrived, my expectations were 
already beaten and bloodied, but these flame-roasted, 
queso-fresco-flJled, battered and fliedpoblajios reversed 
the prevailing chorus of womp-womps.The peppers were 
small, looking more stufled piquilJo than stuffed poblano, 
but there was no mi.staking the pleasant throat-warming 
spiciness of the midnight-green chilies, cheese oozing from 
their hollowed tops like white lava. 

Bound in Chihuahua choose and bcchamcl, wispy 
shrimp and hunks of crab flowed forth from seafood enchi- 
ladas in one nightly special: they've proven so popular 
PInscencia ismakingthetn a permanent fixture. Same for 
the black bean soup, another winner. Crisscrossed with 
crema, the velvety purdc bloomed violct-gray, a cup of 
cream of amethyst Made with bacon and thickened with a 
roux Iriim the rendered fat, it was rich, but gave off echoes 
of chicken stock and slow-cooked mirepoix beneath its 
fatty, queso-fresco-dusted surface. 

Housemade pork stodc gave gravity to the properly 
oregano-heavy pozole, anotlier of Plascencia's liquid addi- 
tions to the Poole-and-Chau-dasigned menu. Tlie stew is 
probablythemost'‘exotic*ofthe items on Isabel’s list of 
familiar, friendly standards, and Fm happy to see it there, 
full of tender hominy ptiffs and served with the traditional 
condiment plate of sliced avocado, radish, onion and lime. 
The soup wasn't quite as robust as the versions served 
on Sundays in the Italian Market land Ute pulled pork 
inside was a helluva lot leaner ), but it's still one of most 
respectable dishes here — and oven bettor with a jet of 
Plascencia's smoky housemade salsa raja. 

Peppery and garlicky, the came asada also packed heat, 
which helped make up for how overcooked the skirl steak 
was.
